If enough momentum is given to the proposal now, this | 
major improvement is likely to be realized. Otherwise, the 
“‘sleeping dog’’ problem will go into hibernation indefinitely. 

A crossing over the Santa Fe would make a through thor- 
oughfare out of the present ‘dead end’’ of the city’s prin- 
cipal business district. It would afford easy access to the

Commenting upon the new Men- 
nonite Hymnary, the magazine 
termed it “one of the best edited 
and most attractive of the recent 
hymnals”. The Rev. Hostetler was 
co-editor of the hymnary with W. 
H. Hohman, professor of music at 
Bethel college, North Newton, 
Kansas. 

The present hymnary is the 
culmination of numerous Mennon- 
ite hymnals which have been pub- 
lished in the past. 

Beginning in 1529 when Men- 
nonites in Holland adopted. hymn- 
als, the history of these books of 
sacred songs of the Mennonites 
has been an interesting one. First 
hymnal of Mennonite origin was 
published in 1570 in Switzerland, 
after which other Mennonite 
hymnals were printed in Holland, 
Russia and Prussia. 

The first Mennonite hymnal 
printed in America originated in 
Switzerland. The present hymn- 
al succeeds another work spon- 
sored by the General Conference 
of Mennonites and published in 
1927.
